♦ considered. For example, para. 13 of the Office action mailed on 6 June 2007 explains why a reference supporting the taking of official 
notice was not presented. 

Applicant also argues that the rejection was made final prematurely, because the basis of rejection was changed. That is not correct. 
The basis of rejection is given by para. 4 of the Office action mailed on 6 June 2007, which is the same as that given by para. 4 of the 
Office action mailed on 21 September 2006. The substance of the rejection changed to accommodate the intervening amendment, but 
that does not preclude finality. See para. 14 of the Office action mailed on 6 June 2007 and MPEP 706.07(b). 

The instant invention has been rejected three times with the same prior art. The examiner has examined the disclosure for limitations 
that offer the promise of allowance, but must candidly say that he has found none. While applicant has the right to continue prosecution 
with an RCE, applicant should also consider an appeal to the BPAI. 
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
